Yo it we look, and to it omy, for help to- 
warda that brotherhood of man that the 
anti-war pedple prate of. They view the 
aholition of war as the necessary antecedent 


to universal ‘fraternity, 
practical wiods, they, m as dreamors. In 


‘Ja held paradox,. ita seems to us, ia truth and 


“hope to he Yooked for; j-and it is this—that 
the- renl federation of mankind is impossible 
Atithout the sword. Some days ago wo 
‘mentioned international law as an evolu- 
tional product of the crude primal laws that. 


| millivns of years, wud it is obvious that it’ 
must have had such stnall beginuings. The 
original object of all legislation, whether a 
simple law upheld by a sheik, or a complica- 
ted system maintained by o uation, was, it 
must not be forgotten, the attninment of 
the greatest good of the greatest number. 
Law has evor been, aud is now, primarily 
the protector of the social aggregate. Pri- 
marily, because it will at once occur 
to the reader that the modern law of 
pays eareful attention to 
the rights of the individual, protecting the 
weak against the strong, and, not infre- 
quently, the minority againet the majority. 

Its vitul principle, however, is the com- 
muuil well-being., It has been pointed out 


civilization 


by some philosophers as one of -necessity's 
inventions, and the idea has occurred in 
many minds, no doubt, that in the earliest 
communities to frame w code of conduct 
-there must have been a sort of referendum, 
followed by the consent either of all or of a 
big inajority, A relation of Axnrew Lana’s 
has pictured for us the primal law as the 
arbitrary rulings of the fathers of the ‘first 
families, small nomad bands, in which the 
strongest male made himself “a judge over 
Twrael,” drove out of the circle the 
younger males who might show sigus of 
disputing his authority. Whatever its 
earliest beginnings, we hare scen that law 
hae gathered unto ‘itself more than a mere 
collection of “thou shalt nots.’ It has 
attracted in cuursa of time the “thou 
shalta,” which make of it au ethical system. 
Our concepts of right aud wrong, the late 
Mr. Hxruerr Spencer would have told us» 
are also the fruits of evolution, acquired by 
generations of dwelling upon the conse- 
quences of infringements of the law. The 
forces of heredity despened and confirmed 
the idea that certain actions inimical to 
the social organism were wroay, with .the 
corollary that- their opposites were right, 
until presently were men aud women who 
did the right thing by instinct, vr conscience, 
and reframed from doing the wrong in the 
same easy way, without having to stop to 
count the cost, Unfortunately, while euch 
acquired instincts were being. multiplied . 
and developed, there was ‘always that weak 
link in the-cbain -that Mr. Darwin had to 
reckon with, atavism. There was vever a 
generation without some members in it who 
had harked back to the primitive instincts 
and impulses that were lawless because 
existant prior, to law. . Otherwise, with the 
[moral iustinet uniformly evolving, law as 
we know it would in time have disappeared 
with ‘the disappearance of its uecessity. 
For such "throws back,” law is still re- 
quired, and since such etbieal “ sports’ 


and 


are unable to. appreciate the mere, inhibi- 
tiuns of law as binding upon themselves, 
the arm ofthe law, which is force, compul- 
sion, must’perforce be still held up, The 
poor woman who felt she toust wear mourn. 
ing fora worthless and .unloved husband 
was a.subject of that transmitted subjune- 
tive adaptation of the moral judgment to 
which we have referred, which we now call 
conscience. She did not belong to that 
order whieh is fain to regard all public 
opinion as Philistinism, und which, in 
setting up its own standards, [requently 
only betrays its atavistic tendency toward 
enmity to law.

JAPANESE STRATEGY, 
* Some idea of the extraordinary care and 
precision with which the Japanese generals 
moye their armies has occurred to To-Day. 
Bofore crossing tho Yalu, it was necessary that 
General Kuroki should leave the Russians in 
absolute ignorance of the force ut his disposal, 


were occupying the heights on the other side 
of the river, all the movements of the Japanese 
forces—their arrival and concentration at Wiju 
would have Ween ander observation. ‘To 
remedy this, all the roads and passes up which 
the Japanese army had to move were carefully 
screoned by mats of maize-xtelk, so that man 
and horze could move unseen. In tho elementary 
simplicity of this strategy lies its real genius. 
Never since Mulcolm dixgnised the real strength 
of the army he was marching against Macbeth 
by making each soldier carry a branch of a tree 
so that it seemed to the Scotch King that 
Birnem Wood was marching on Dunsinone, has 
strategy of such a kind, been resorted to. 
Moreover, right up: to the last moment Kuroki 
kept the Russias Communder ia absolute igno- 
rence as to hisstrongth. AL his forces were 
moved at night, and in order that there should 
be no sound, the bridge by which they reached 
the first island in the Yalu was covered with 
matting of maize-stalk and the pontoons with 
straw. Inthe final crossing ull the apptoaches 
to the river were sereened, and almost without 
a sound, thirty thousand men, with guns and 
reserves of ammunition, passed over {wo rivers 
by one narrow bridge, padded with straw, 
and one pontoon, strewn with inaize mats, 
botween the hours of darkness and dawn. Smali 
wonder, as the Standard ‘correspondent says in 
his graphic account, that the Russians were. 
Yaken by, surprise.

farthex from the.truth. There can ‘Dbe.no ques- 
tioti that, as originally organised ond planned, 
this enterprise was accepted as evidence that 
Awmsrican energy aud capital would be freely 
employed in equipping Chinawith theappliaoces 
of ‘modern civilisation. The concession was 
given to Americans on the special ground that 
it was highly desirable, for the future of China, 
to enlist in the work of developing the material 
reconrces of tho empire the.aid of 9 nation

Denby was qnite right in his assumption that 
the undertaking would be favourably regarded 
in Washington, and he was quite justitied in the 
assumption that ” Frauce ‘and Belgium will be 
Jess inclined to interfere with it since our little 
episode with Spain.” But. anfortunately, tho 
enterprise did not prove $0 tempting to 
American capital as had beon anticipated, and 
scizing a favoarable opportunity, the Belyians ac- 
complighed by the simple process of purchasing 2 
controlling interest in the stock of tho American 
China Development Compuny an apparent right 
to dispore of the Canton-Honkow edneession at 
their pleasure. 
The action of our State Department in regard 
to the status of the company, which -has thus 
passed into foreign’ hands, derives now interest 
from tho reported determination of the Chinese 
Viceroys whose provinces are to be traversed 
by. the railroad to refoxe to recoguine the 
sulidity of the concession in its present hands. 
Wuchang ond Canton appeur to have more 
sceurate information on this subject than is 
obtuivable in Washington, and as it haypens to 
be tho Chinese authorities who must ‘be the 
ultimate judge of whether tho American con- 
cessionnaires have lived up to their contract, it 
is tho verdict of the Southern Vieeroyx that 
will carry Weight at Peking rather than that 
of ow Department of Stato. Happily, our 
Government reserved ita right to couse its 
recognition of aud assistance to the American 
China Development Company in caso of any 
change in the organisation or conduct of that 
corporation which way seem to justify such 
action. Confronted by the proofs on which the 
Chinese Government bases its attitude toward 
tho concession, the Department of State is not 
likely to persist in considering the, Amorican 
Chine Development Company to be in good 
faithan Aworican compuny.—New York Jouraal 
of Commerce.

TYPHOON RECORDING, \ 

The Rey. Jose Algue, S.J. tho well-known 
and popniar director of | tha Philippine 
Weather Bureau, has recently invented a pew 
instrament for the more intelligent study aud 
recording of eyclones and typhoons. ‘Tha name 
of the new instrument is the barocyolouometor. 
It is o combination of a barometer and ofa 
novel contriveuce which Father. Algue has 
named the cyclonometer. As tho instrument 
is actually constructed it also comprises a 
thermometer, showing the temperature in both 
Fabrenheit and Centigrede, Although this 
addition augments the convenienca of the 
apparatus it is none of itsessential pars. The 
instrament is already being made. use of in 
Great Britain ond on the Coutinent.
